His 
•speech had no re.n.:re.neo to the foreign rela­ 
tions o f ilie'conniry, and we are therefore 
left to infer frorn other circunisianoe.s what 
-will be lhe pniiey of the new líovernment. 
T he new Cabinet is comnosed of Genei-al 
.Almonte, Minister o f W ar; Senor 
Luis 
Perres. .ü'reasury Hepartmeni; Senor Cas- 
lilloy Lanzas, Foreign Affairs, and Senor 
Becerra, (Bishop of Chiadas) of Justice 
& c. 
T he minister of W a r long since hename 
celebrated For.bis liostilily to the United 
Stales, and it is not siipposuble that in Ins 
new position bo will be dispo.sed to pacific 
mea.sures. 
Tliis is the more reasonable 
supposition, after seeing the siiminary inan- 
tier in which the mission of the Am erican 
Minister. Slidell, vvas subsequently disposed 
of. 
,Mr. Slidell, it appears, was not only re- 
fused a reception, but was rgpulsed; and in 
withdrawing from the Cap'iol to a distant 
p.ost, to await ilie instructions of his Gov- 
árrlsfient, was actually denied an“esC5íT''of 
safety. 
T h e New Orlean.s Picayune, alluding to 
the personal dangers which threatened him, 
rem arks that:
